CHICAGO, April 6.—The local option 
vote in Illinois cities and towns shows 
a tendency in favor of the wets, when 
it is compared with the similar contests 
of two years ago. Numerous cities of 
greater size and importance which had 
been controlled by the drys went back 
into the liquor column, while few cities 
of large size were gained by the anti- 
saloon forces. 

In all, 260 towns and cities voted on 
the proposition. Officials of the‘ liquor 
element said the State in yesterday’s 
election went 80 per cent wet, as against 
65 per cent dry in 1908. 

Bloomington registered a decisive vic- 
tory for the liquor forces, the majority 
—840—in their favor being more than 
twice that of the -previous election. 
Rockford went for the saloon element 
after having been dry two.years, 4 Vic- 
tory which caused much rejoicing on 
the part of the wets. Decatur: was 
wrested from the drys by 500 majority, 
reversing a dry majority of 1020 two 
years ago. 

Riots and Frand Charges. 

Mattoon is another city reclaimed by 
the wets. A fierce campaign ‘there 
reached its climax on election day in 
riots and charges of fraud. Dry work- 
ers assert that with cameras . they 
snapped advocates of the liquor traffic 
in the act.of buying votes, 

Springfield voted for saloons by a ma- 
jority of 1315, which is a reduction of 
506 from the result two years ago. 

Galesburg went dry, but the majority 
was much less than it was at the pre- 
vious election. Belvidere, which was dry, 
went into the liquor column. Rock Is- 
land and Moline are wet by smaller 
majorities. Elgin remains wet, while 
Batavia and Geneva got off the water 
wagon.

Friends of the free bridge say ele- 
vating the wagon approach as con- 
templated by the pending measure 
would steepen the grade to 3.50 per 
cent—an impracticable acclivity. 

‘It would prevent fixing the di- 
vergence of railroad and wagon ap- 

-proaches far enough east of Broad- 

way to insure the railroad connec- 
tion from being blocked by the 
Iron Mountain's proposed elevated 
road, and the Merchants’ Bridge 
elevated. ' 

It would minimize the usefulness 
of the bridge to the benefit of the 
Iron Mountain Railroad, one of the 
owners of the Terminal monopoly. 
It fails to provide land for the 
north and south fraliroad ap- 
proaches and is, therefore, not 4 
sufficient consideration for tlie 
franchise which it practically 
pledges the city to grant to the 

Iron Mountain. 

It is regarded as part of the ad- 
ministration’s plan to omit or sub- 
ordinate the railroad facilities on 
the free bridge. 

It is illegal because it would 
change the grade of a highway, the 
Supreme Court having decided that 
the free bridge will be a highway.

WATSEKA, Ill., April 6—Mrs. Lucy 
Sayler, on trial jointly with Dr. William 
R. Miller and John Grunden for the al- 
leged murder of John B. Sayler, was 


o’clock today. 

It was just after the forenoon recess 
that Attorney Kern said: ‘‘Mrs. Sayler, 
now take the stand.” 

Golda, her daughter, just had arisen 
from sitting on Mrs. Sayler’s lap. Mrs. 
Sayler walked briskly to the clerk's 
desk, was sworn and took the witness 
chair. She gave her age as 99. The 
questioning of Attorney Kern was di- 
rected to the events of the night of 
July 11, 1909, when her husband was 
killed. 

While she, Dr. Miller and John Grun- 
den were at suppor they htard voices 
out on the sidewalk. She recognized 
her husband’s voice.. She said: “Bys 
here. Now we can have & game of 
cards.”’ 

Asked if she had found any dirty 
dishes in the house when she returned 
from a drive tn the country, she said 
she found a dirty plate and cup and 
saucer. 
“T carried the lamp into the parlor,” 
she said. ‘Dr. Miller followed and took 
a seat in the large rocking chair.” 
She indentified the rocking chair in 
court as the one in which Miller had 
sat. 
Continuing, she said: ‘Father went to 
the door and asked Mr. Sayler to come 
in‘and play pitch. He said, ‘By, come 
on in. I think we can beat them. They 
think. they can beat us, but I don't 
think they can.’ ” 
“T said to father, ‘Come on and we 
will play a three-handed game,’ Father 
said he would not play unless By played. 
He started into the dining room, but 
came back into the parlor and passed 
between Dr. Miller and the east wall.”’ 
Sayler Grabbed Hatchet. 
Q. What happened next? A, Mr. Say- 
ler came in. 
Q. How did he come in? A. He came 
in on a run.. He took one step to the 
west of the door and grabbed a hatchet 
from under the lounge. ; 
Q. What did he do next? A. He went 
for the doctor. He said, ‘‘I am prepared 
for this occasion. I'll kill you.”’ The 
table was overturned and the lamp 
thrown to the floor. I ran out into the 
street and back toward the alley: I 
heard some. shots. After that I went 
back to the porch. Dr. Miller was on 
the porch. T asked him if anybody was 
hurt. He said, ‘Yes, I think By is dead 
and I am shot through the wrist.’ ”’ 
Q. What did you say? A.I said “My 
God, what will I do?” y 

Mrs. Sayler’s voice broke and she con- 
trolled herself with an effort. 

Q. What did you do then? A. I went 
into the house. I had lighted the lamp. 
There was no chimney on it. I got an 
old one that was too small and put it 
on the lamp. Then I went into the 
parlor to the side of my husband. I 
knelt down and felt of his heart. He 
was dead. ,

to the police that he was guilty of the 
crime. 

His confession came after a long series 
of questioning by~the police and after 
he had been confronted by evidence 
which left little doubt of his guilt. He 
admitted to the police that he was the 
burglar who had entered the Blackstone 
home and that’ he had committed many 
other burglaries in various sections of 
the city. | 

Jewelry and other valuatbles were 
found in his bedroom, which were iden- 


itified as the property of some of the 
| persons robbed. 


More important than this was the dis- 
covery of two black masks, similar to 
the one worn by the murderer of Miss 
Blackstone, a loaded revolver of the 
same caliber as the one from _ which the 
bullet was fired into the girl's heart, 
and a box of cartridges. 

Identified by Two Women. 

The charge of murder was preferred 
wuen Mrs. Sarah Dow and her daughter 
Lucy, both of whom witnessed the mur- 
der of Miss Blackstone and the shooting 
of w4:18s Harriet Dow, identified the pris- 
oner as the murderer. -..e women also 
identified a handbag and several other 
articles found in Spencer’s home as 
those taken by ‘the burglar last Thurs- 
day. 

It was through the efforts of the po- 
lice to find the maszed burglar who had 
been so active in the fashionable resi- 
dence districts here that Spencer was 
arrested. Bloodhounds first were placed 
on the trail of the slayer of Miss Black- 
stone, but when they failed to bring 
about a capture other means were 
chosen.

MAYOR KREISMANN’S DUTY. 
- ‘The bill providing for the city’s free bridge deal 
with the Iron Mountain Railway which the House 
of Delegates passed Tuesday, is so faulty that 


its. present form. The Post-Dispatch has pointed 
out the danger of accepting an easement from 
the Iron Mountain for bridge purposes. The ‘city 


should obtain an unquestioned title to bridge 
property through condemnation proceedings. 
But there is a grave omission in this bill. One 


of the principal objects of the grant of an ele- 
vated road franchise to the Iron Mountain is the 
removal of the Poplar street tracks. The city 
agrees to raise the bridge’s wagon approach, with 
serious effect on the grade, and to grant a fran- 
chise for an elevated structure to the Iron Moun- 
tain, but there is no reference i= the bill to the 
removal of the Poplar street track. Every con- 
sideration except this is stipulated in the meas- 
ure. d 

One of the principal considerations urged in 
favor of the bill was the removal of the danger- 
ous Poplar street track, which is a nuisance, as 
well as a menace. But the bill is silent on this 
principal consideration. It is omitted from the 
contract. What guarantee is there that the Iron 
Mountain, having obtained all it wants, will re- 
move the surface tracks? What guarantee can 
there be except a formal contract? 

Why is every move of the municipal adminis- 
tration in dealing with railroad problems—the 


railroad approaches, the abolition of grade: cross- 


ings, the Ranken franchise and this Iron Moun- 
tain deal—favorable to railroad interests? If the 
Mayor shall sign this bill without a binding con- 
tract for the removal of the Poplar street track, 
how can he hope to escape public condemnation? 
How can he avoid a final popular judgment on 
the charge of favoritism to railroad interests?

DISASTROUS SHOE SHIPMENT. 
From Consular Reports. 

Consul-General James T. Du Bois of 
Singapore gives another example of the 
undesirability of trying to sell goods 
abroad unsuited to the market. He 
writes from Singapore, Straits Settle- 
ments: 

Taking advantage of the removal of 
the customs duties on goods from the 
United States, a great quantity of shoes 
were shipped te the Philippines, many 
more than the market demanded. In 
order to dispose of some of the surplus 
shoes, an agent was sent to Singapore 
with 2100 pairs. The highest offer ob- 
tainable, after a week of earnest en- 
deavor, was $1.14 gold per pair. As this 
was iess than the cost of making, the 
agent shipped them back to Manila. The 
sale of these shoes failed because they 
were the wrong shape, having round 
toes, while the toothpick-shaped shoe is 
the style generally worn here. Another 
reason was the merchants claimed that 


were selling at $4 to $6 gold, and the 
sale of cheaper shoes would injure the 
sale of the large stock of higher-grade 
shoes on hand.

Priest, acting 4s his 
own attorney in his hearing on & charge 
of failing to make personal tax Pyare 
will cite at Wednesday, afternoon’s ses- 
sion his legal authorities for holding 
that he cannot lawfully be prosecuted, 
He was punished once, he contends, 
when Assessor Brinkop doubled his as- 
sessment because of his failure to make 
a personal return and to subject him 
to a court’s decree, he declares, would 
be to inflict two penalties. for one 
offense. 

Assesor Brinkop will again appear at 
Wednesday afternoon's session of the 
deposition mill, which is being conduct- 
ed by Arthur N. Sager as special com- 
missioner, in the office of Boyle & 
Priest. 

At Tuesday afternoon's session As- 
sessor Brinkop was the only witness ex- 
amined, and was sharply questioned by 
Priest as to the reason for prosecuting 
him, David R. Francis, John Scullin, 
Alfred Clifford and James H. Allen, 
when hundreds of . others had also 
failed to make the returns required by 
the statutes. 

Brinkop has heretofore explained that 
He picked out men who had habitually 
failed to make return on their large 
holdings. 

He replied to Judge Priest's questions 
by saying that, after Priest had refused 
to make a return, he had instructed 
Deputy Assessor James Duross to fix a 
valuation, and had doubled Duross’ 
$50,000 valuation, making it $100,000. 

Priest demanded that the original 
valuation fixed for his personal prop- 
erty by Duross be shown. He indicated, 
by his questions, that he would try to 
show that Duross assessed him at only 
$23,000, but that Brinkop or his son and 
chief deputy, Walter Brinkop, arbitrar- 
ily raised this to $60,000 and then 
doubled it. 

Brinkop said he was not sure whetner 
he could produce Duross’ original stub, 
but that he would try to do so before 
the next session. 

It was brought out that Duross is 
seriously ill at his home, 3916 Lindell 
bouleyard, suffering from heart trouble. 
It may or may not be possible, Judge 
Priest was informed, to get his deposi- 
tion at his home. He served as district 


assessor under the Wells administra- 
tions and was Democratic nominee 
against Brinkop for assessor. He was 


formerly a member of the City Council. 
Commissioner Sager objected to some 
of Priest’s questions on the ground that 
they showed an intent to. impeach 
Brinkop. The Assessor, he held, was 
not on trial. 

Prosecuting Attorney Moss, who will 
handle the five tax warrant cases when 
they come to trial in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, denied Priest's con- 
tention that a double punishment was 
being attempted. He said no extra as- 
sessment could take the place of the 
punishment fixed by law for a violation 
of the statute.
